N>w YoKK, Feb. S8.— The reaaon for 
Geaenl Roloff'i nidden and secret de- 
partBTC for la now revealed. The 
OatMUB eeoretury of war la in charge of 
tho most important expedition that has 
ever goue to Oaba, and if it landa safoly 
thare will be a tremendooa Mow to the 
cause of Spain. It carries 8,000 rifles, 
three cannons, two repeating gnns of 
an impftrred make, firing each 100 shots 
a minnte, with the advantage that the 
firing can be stopped at will, and a 
quantity of explosives eqnal to all that 
, had been aent to Onba before. 

The expedition it ia aaid in Oabaa dr^ 
dea to have sailed from a point on the 
New Jersey coast not far from Long 
Fraiu h for Cuba. The Cub.nis have px 
perionced so niucli (Rtflculty with char 
tered steamers that General Roloff de 
cided to pnrohaae one. Her name oonld 
not be leam^ bat report had it that 
abe Oame from the neighborhood of 
Philadelphia, and waa larger than any 
which had yet carried men and arms to 
Onba. 

All of the money collected by tho Ca 
ban delegation here after the death of 
Maceo haa been spent on the expedition, 
and more beaidea. The general ooat was 
eatimated at About $800,000. 

Among the Cubaus hero it is believed 
that the fate of the revolution depends 
in great part on General Roloff 's suc- 
ceea. If he t>hoald be captured it would 
mean great disaster to the oaoae; bat if 
tha aspedition landa, it meana 8.000 On- 
bana more onder' arma and a fonnidable 
help for General Gomez's plans. 

The men who ro with Rolofif, and 
who are said to b« IIK), have been care- 
folly selected among the Cubaus in tlie 
United Statea.

Feb. 17, at elae she haa been drifting at 
the m^rcy of the elements ever hiiuc 
Such is the opinion of Captain Fortli of 
the FumeM line steaiiicr ( ialileo, whi( li 
haa jaat reaehed this port from Loudon. 
Captain Forth attempted to tow the 
Diamant and to aara her orew, but the 
hawser parted and the tank ateamer dis- 
appeared from view ao qolokly that it is 
beHeved aha went down. , . ^ 

Captain Forth says ha aighted the 
tank steamer Feb. 10, showing aignols 
of diatreaa, having loat her propeller 
The steamer waa taken in tow, bnt the 
next day ahe broke away. ^ TWa waa re- 
peated ontil the 17th, when aha diaap- 
peared altogether. , ^ 

The Galileo had towed the DUunant 
000 miles. Captain Forth ornis. d 
around nearly a day, but saw no trace 
of the steamer and so resumed his 
course. While he believes the Diamant 
has foundered. Captain Forth thinks 
that the empty tanks may have kept het 
udoat, and she is somewhere in (ha 
ti:aok of the..Er;r9pean steamera.

OncnrKATi, Feb. S8.— For 79 hoars, 
n^ to 7 o'dook laat night, a ateady rain 
haa fkllen over the entire area of the 
ininu'iiso water Hhcd of the Ohio valley, 
with tlie exception of the mountainous 
portions of western New York and 
western Pennsylvania, where the tele- 
gtlaph reporta xaina atOl falling. 

Already in the paat 71 koon thM* haa 
been br Agnal aervtoa iMWareAiMit a 
rainfall of 8.11 inchaa here. On both 
aidea of the Ohio, from the Big Sandv, 
the boondarr between Weat Virginia 
and Kentadty, the tilbatariea are at 
high flood tide. Moantaina at head 
watera of the Kentnoky. Camberland 
and Tenneaaea liren are oaliTecing into 
theae great trlbotariea with great rapid 
ity floods of malted aaow and vain and 
filling the lower Ohki. All themba- 
taries of the left bank of the Ohio in 
Pennaylvania rise in the moantaina, and 
there to the delivery of rainfall and 
melted anow ia very rapid. Should the 
rain now oeaaa to* flood at thia point 
will probably atim within the SB foot 
mark, which woud canae no peat in- 
convenience. Should heavy rainfall oc- 
cur over a considerable area of the Uhio 
valley there is no predicting which stage 
the waters would reach at Cincinnati.

atvre and nv«i<I«ncn I>c»tro.ve<l by Fire 
•lid Four IVople I'erUh. 

HAMMnAi., Mo., Feb. 28.— Foot per 
sons lost their Hvea in a fire which de- 
stroyed tin- dry goods store of M. M 
Marks, Nortli Main strt'Ot, at 3 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The rooms above 
the store were (wcupied by the Marks 
family and a number of other families. 
The fire originated from hot ooala phiced 
in an ash barrel in the hallway. 

The occupants in the rooms on tiio 
second floors made a wild rush for safe- 
ty. Those who e.scapi'd were obliged to 
leave behind all wearing apparel and 
personal eft'ects. In the ruins were 
found the frightfully burned bodies of 
Proprietor Marks and his two young 
sons, Cialvin and Horold, and tnat of 
VVilliam Re» d, a barkee[)er, who roomed 
on the H(>cond floor. Rued lost his life 
by returning for his clothing after ha 
made a successful escape. 

ASSEMBL AGE O F WOMEN. 

Danclitcrs of the Amerlcao Revolntlra 
Meeting in WashlDgton. 

Washington, Feb. 28.— An assem 
blage embracing many women •whose 
aamea are well known in every section 
of the ooantiy, flUad the Oolambia the- 
ater when the Sixth continental con' 
gross of the National Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
was called to order yesterday. Nearly 
1,000 accredited representatives and 
othen identified with the organization 
were preaent. The chief baainesa of the 
congress will be the oonMidenttion of 
overiiurea for a consolidation with the 
Daughtera of the Revolution, a rival 
society. 

The sessions yeaterday were largely 
devoted to addreaaes of officers and fra 
ternal greetings from bodies whose prin- 
ciples are on similar lines. Mrs. Adlai 
Stevenson, the president general of the 
society and wife of the retiring vice 
president of the United States, preciided 
Grooped aboat her on the platform 
which waa festooned with the American 
fliag were the officers of the organization, 
indading Vice Prenidents General Mrs. 
A. O. Brackett. Mta. H. V. Boynton- 
Mra. John C. Mitchell of Wiaconain and 
Mra. John W. Foster, the honorary 
preaident general. After Mra. Steven, 
aon had called the congress to order 
Mra. J. J. Bollock of this dtj, the chap 
lain general, offered prayer. Then the 
delentea «i maaae aang the Star Span 
gledBannv. lad bJMadam^ UtiaaAl- 
bertina of waahington, tha Marina band 
aooompanying. 

The preaident general'a addreaa of 
welcome ahowed an increaae in the full 
membership for the year of 6,006, mak- 
ing an aggregate membecahlp of 18,839.

Or«»S ladlgaaMon Arouud All Oror 
Uraooo aad tho War Fooling Is Ram- 
pant—A War of Extormlnotlon Being 

Cmrltrd on In Crete Frencli Admiral 
MokM m Koport Other War New*. 

Oauba, Feb. 88.— Fifteen Christiana, 

including throe nuns of tlii' Eli;ia con- 
vent, were wounded by the cannonade 
of the warahipa on the insurgent posi- 
tion near here Sunday. The damage 
done was purely material. The French 
and Italian warships did not ojk'U fire, 
because the Greek flag was lowered by 
the insorgenta before their tarn came. 
Five thousand insurgents arrived witliin 
half an hour after firing commenced. 

Advioea from Oandia are to the elTeot 
that the water supply has been diverted 
and that the governor has twice vainly 
asked foreign admirals to land marinea. 

The Bngliah, Italian and Roaaian 
consols have returned from Sellnoa, ao- 
companied by l7(i Mussulman fugitives. 
They were unable to hold coiifereiiiM'S 
with the chiefs of the belligerents, wlic 
are conducting a war of extermination. 
Both sides have brutally massacred 
prisoners. Two thoaaand civilians and 
2S0Tnrkish soldiers aie resisting the 
advance of the insurgents witli three 
cannons. Their jKisition is extremely 
critical. 

The consuls prtx-eedcd to Cadano ou 
l)o;ird a ship. The Christians there, al- 
though advised of their arrivals, fired 
on the eonsala in spite of the white flag 
of truce which they carried. The con- 
suls returned to Selinos, where the 
(Uiristians tx-cupied fresh positions. 
Hero, also, the consuls were fired upon, 
(he shots falling around the ship. 

The iuaorgenta have rehoiated their 
flag at Halepa, bat they have not fired 
on the Turks, who have planted a flag 
1,6UU yards from the insurgent position. 

ALL GREECE AROUSED. 
Tho Conntrjr Detariiiliii>il to Tako Xo

Athens, Feb. 23.— A great indigna- 
tion meeting waa held here yeaterday in 
order to proteat against the bombard- 
ment Sunday by warships of the powers 
of the insurgent c.imp near C.aiiea.

POT TIER WANTS INSTRUCTIONS.

Paris, Feb. 23.— An official dispatch 
received here from Admiral Pettier, the 

commander of the French squadron off 
Canea, island of Crete, st^atos that tho 
admirals liavo informed thoir respective 
governments that anarchy continues to 
increase in Orete and that they can not 
any longer be answerable for (he avoid- 
ance of conflicts unless they are author- 
ized to prevent tho landing of all pro- 
visiotis and tho j)ow(>rs obtain the re- 
call of the (treek tnKips and warships. 

The admiral adds tiiat during .Sun- 
day, in spite of the repeated protests of 
the commanders of tho foreign fleets, 
the insurgents' outposts continued to 
advance and engaged in a fusillade with 
the Turkish outjwsts before Canea. 
After consultation tho British, Aus- 
trian, (lorman and Rus>iaii ships opened 
tire, and only ceOiSed when the iireek 
flag waa lowered.

It is 
also said that Dr. McClnng married in 
LooisTille and that he graduated at the 
Louisville Medical College. The Star 
Truth happens to remember an episode 
tenneoted with one 8. T. MeOlnng that 
may serve to throw a gleam of light on 
the Maysville aflair. One evening about 
tour yean ago «n oterooat was stolen 
from one of the professors at tbe Louis- 
ville University during a lecture. As 
soon as the cost was found missing tbe 
detectives were put on the track of the 
thief and in a very short time S. L. Mc- 
Clnng, a iiiedicil student, was caught try- 
ing to pawn it at a pawnbroker's on Mar- 
ket street 

He was taken to tbe central station 
and a large number of blank checks of 
different banks were found in his pock- 
ets. It happened just then that the de- 
tectives were on tbe lookout for some one 
who was forging checks on tbe bank de- 
posits of a number of students of the uni- 
versity. In a short time McClung was 
identifled as the forger. He was not 
prosecut«d for tbe foigeries, bat indicted 
tor stealing the coat However, on ac- 
count of his youth and of bis having a 
large family of brothers and sisters, all 
parties oondnded to give him a chance 
to redeem himself, and Judge Jackson 
was persuaded to file away tbe indict- 
ment McOlnng then left the city and 
in a few days the Courier- Journal con- 
tained a gausy story from an anomy- 
mous wrltsv, who detailed how he hap- 
pened to be passing the university, saw 
tbe overcoat, was in need of one, and 
took it to bis hotel when on the way to a 
pawn shop to raise money on it At the 
hotel, however, he found awaiting him a 
draft from his father, whose displeasure 
had been the cause of his need. He had 
then started back to the school with the 
coat, hut finding the building locked up, 
iie became alarmed and sold it to McClung 
for a dollar. Further, he had gone next 
day to the Police Conrt and saw ^Ic- 
Clnng sent up to the grand jury and to 
jail, but oould not muster courage to 
save him by revealing his own identity 
and bis connection with the crime. Tbe 
hearing of this will be recognized when 
we say that there is no Dr. W. Carroll 
Chapman in Louisville, tbat excellent 
gentletnan having died nearly two years 
ago. Is tbe pretended appearance of Dr. 
Chapman at Maysville a ruse of Mc- 
Clnng's to produce an impression of his 
hi^'h standing in Louisville?

Bnt Weyler has de- 
creed that the notes sliall only be re- 
deemed in amcnuts of a small quantity 
at a tima The timid capitalists, there- 
for'', impf lied by something like panic, 
take their jnipcr stuflf to the private 
money brokers to (jet it redeemed even 
at a vastly depreciated rate. The mon^ 
brokers boy it and press the Spanish 
bank of Cuba for their full i>iiy. The 
bank will not pay and cannot. Then the 
brokers and all the capitalists clamor, 
and tliero are violent altercations and 
thrt^teningK of u general panic. It can- 
not now be long delayed apparently. 
When it comes, the last dam holding 
back the flood of revolntion will be 
brok' ii, and Spain In OolM will be over- 
whelmed.

SeCTAKIAN SCHOOLS. 



The Oovsniaaent Will Not Sa|»^rt Them 
After Jnne SO, 1S9S. 

WAsniKOTO^e, Feb. 28.— The senate 
spent its first hour yesterday in listen- 
ing to Washington's farewell addretis, 
road by Mr. Daniel ci Virginia, and 
thnu turned its attention to the Indian 
appropriation bill. It involved a con- 
test over sectnrian Indian schools. The 
clause direottng tom^iimiry contracts 
with these SohodS, no govern- 

ment schools were avaini^le, was agreed 
to, 61 to 8. A provision was added de- 
claring it to bp the settled polioy of the 
government heteafttf to make no ap- 
propriations whatever for Ihe support 
of sectarian schools. A further amend- 
ment offered by llr. Oaunger. direct- 
ing that aU mwopdatioiis to sectarian 
schools end on Jnne SO, 1808, went out 
on a point of order, whioh the senate 
sustained, 28 to 22. The Indian bill is 
still under consideration. 

A veto from Mr. Cleveland on a pri- 
vate pensioa bill broof ht out sharp 
criticism from ICr.tMQiiuer against the 
president's wMirse. Mr.«Ilonran brought 
out in the course of inquiries that the 
passage of all these bills would involve 
less expense than the amount whioh 
went to the syndicate taking the bond 
issue. Mr. Hoar also commented on the 
modem methods Of critiflllring the pen- 
sion rolls. 

Mr. Allison warned the 8«>nate that 
hard work would be required to get 
tlirf)U)^h the appropriation bills on time 
and a resolution for 1 1 o'ehx;k sessions 
was adopted, the prospects being that 
night seesion.s will follow soon. 

Mr. Piatt (Rep., Conn.) endeavored to 
pa.s8 the bill relating to judicial proceed- 
ings in tho territories, stating that the 
lives of four men, under sentence of 
execution in tlie Indian Territory, was 
dependent largely on tliis bill. 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo i said the bill 
cnnld not pass without debate, where- 
niHiii Mr. Flatt did not press the 
measure. i 

AtOrOBp. m. the senat e adjooned. 

In the Henae. 

Washington, Feb. 23.— The house 
yestf rday pa.ssed the kp"* nij deficiency 
appropriation bill, and began the con- 
sider.ition of the last of the money bills, 
the naval appropriation bill. A long 
debate occurred over tho jiropriety of 
the appropriation of |1,810,0(X) for' the 
Southern Pmitlc railroad under the 
judgment of the court of claims, but 
the house, by a vote of 10"^ to 188, re- 
fused to strike it out. The members 
who favored the appropriation for the 
repayment to members of the last con- 
gress of salary withheld from them ou 
account of absenoe. oarried their fight 
into the house, bntuiey were beaten, M 
to 123. 

Sixteen of the 48 pages of the naval 

bill were completed. 

The attempt of Mr. Ghrosvenor (Bep., 
O.) to secure an amendment to retain 
session employee on the roll after Maaoh 
4 until March IS, when the extra session 
would begin, drew from him when 
pressed as to whether he was "author- 
ized" to officially nrodaim an extra ses- 
sion, the* good namred admission that 
he was "authoriaed to aasume" there 
would be an extra ses-sion. 

VETOE D MEAS URED 

Two Feailon Bllli Retnrncd to ConrreM 
Without the Prtwidcnt'e Approval. 

WA8UINOTON, Feb. 28.— The president 
yesterday returned to the house without 
his approval bills pensioning Mrs. Maxy 
A. Viel and Mrs. Mary A. Tneraan. Tn 
the case of Mrs. Viel, the veto message 
says that the widow of Major W. D 
Sanger having remarried, she long ago, 
by her own deliberate act, surrendered 
a right to draw pension as the widow of 
Major Sanger. A further objection is 
that it is not shown that the death of 
the first husband was dne to ininries re- 
ceived in his army servioe. Neither he 
nor his widow, while she remained 
such, presented any claim for pension 

Mrs. Freeman was pensioned as the 
widow of Andrew V. Pritohard, who 
served in the vrar with Meodoo and died 
from disease contracted in the sorvioe. 
She continued to receive this pendon 
until she married John Freeman. It is 
now proposed to restore her to the pen- 
sion roll as the widow of her first hus- 
band. "I am not willing," says the 
president, "even by inaction, to be 
charged with acquiescence in what ap 
pears to be such an entire departure 
from the principle as well as sentiment 
connected with reasonable pension leg- 
islation."
